Until ratlier late, when the movie was about completed, Oliver ^tone \X3exf a differ- 
ent formulation. He promoted Mmself and his movie b^^ r(jpresenting tliat all government 
JPK assassination records were suppressed. He then used the ye^rs 2039 and said that the 
Ula could suppreess its records almost into perpetuity. 

I b(jlieve ho cluinged his formulation after he learned the truth from one of two of 
my friends who hc'ive campaigned for thii disclosure of the records of th(3 //ouse Oelect 
Coiomittee on assassinations and that wMle not retracting Ms eailier false representa- 
tions emphasized those. I'll return to tMs.

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be based on Garrison s "On the Trail of the Assassins." Prom i^ersonal experitiiice d luiew 
that was the one trail ^arrison never took. I spent much time in New Orleans se(?king 
to learn more about Oswald. Tov/ard the end it was c^uiceiitrated on damage control, to 
prevent (succi^ssf ully) what would have beenl/f his most increMble concoction of a non- 
existing conspiracy \/ith v/Mch he intendedj^ to commemorate the fifth assassination amii- 
versary. He was going to charge a nan he knew had Icilled Mrnsceld in NeJ Orleans in 190^2 
with being a Grassy jjtuoll assassin in 1902.! ^uaong other tMngs!

T^^ere was never a time v;hen -‘.ll governiaent^' records were witlilield. Th(5 Arcliives 
made thos(? of the Ooioiaission* s records it believed it could under the law available as 
rapidly as it could process, then. I printed some in facsimile in early 196^. 

After tlie Freedom of Information Act b(3c^iiao law I started using it. It was amended 
in 1974 over on<j of my J¥K assassination lawsuits, to open l‘W, CIA and sirailar files. 

Before impaired hecdth prevented ray continuing tliese efforts I obtained and told '^tone 
I had and lie could use about a quarter of a million pages. He nonetheless continued 
to protest that they were all i.’itiilield until 20p9. 

If there is any basis for liis use of this date it is in relation to the Commission* s 
records wliich some of tlie nuts he refers to as “respected researchers" have been spouting.

There is a law tliat requires jfongressional coi.imittees ’ records not be made available 
for 90 years. T|je second of the pair of fric^mds I refer to above, ^^ark Mien, and T both 
mdde FOIii requests for those rcords. iiine was more inclusive but health prevented my filing 
suit. The friend was liad been my lawyer filed suit for alien. The House itself sent its 
lai.'yer to invoke the law, the coijirt su^^^ained liim, and the records of the liouse coraiiittee 
itself thus are not disclosed.
